More Traffic Control 

Automotive traffic is getting seriously 
out of control in Edmonton, with the result 
that street accidents have attained a fre- 
quency out of proportion to the size of this 
eity’s population. 

Almost every week-end shows a toll of 
five or six persons injured in traffic mis- 
haps. Recently a car ran up on a sidewalk 
and knocked down an aged man. A few days 
ago a car crashed over the curb and pushed 
a storefront off its foundation, breaking 
all the windows. 

There is too much traffic carelessness, 
and efforts to cope with this need to be 
energized. 

It would, of course, require an army of | 
police officers continuously to watch every 
intersection for infractions of the bylaws. | 
But some of the constables now engaged, | 
somewhat fruitlessly, in checking parked | 
ears could probably be assigned more prof- | 
itably to this duty. 

Moreover private citizens—whose safe- | 
ty is at stake—should be encouraged to | 
report to the police all instances of danger- | 
ous or careless driving, and with such com- 
plaints supply to the police the license num- 
bers of the offenders. 

There are many more points in the city, 
éoo, where vehicular traffic should be re- 
quired to come to a full stop before crossing 
an intersection. Full stops are already ob- 
Sigatory when entering Jasper and some other 
arterial highways. But not all motorists 
obey the rule. The full stop obligation should 
be rigidly enforced where signs already ex- 
ist, and extended to apply to many other 
danger points. 

The entire traffic situation in Edmon- 
ton is tending to get out of hand. It is time 
to tighten up on the enforcement of traffic 
regulations, and to study the regulations to 
gee where they need revision. 


Seeding Time 
Seeding is late in Alberta this year, about | 
two weeks late according to the official time- 
keepers. But the Alberta farmer has plenty 
ef company in his enforced delay. His contem- 
raries in seven other provinces are also 
away behind schedule. British Columbia is 
the exception to the rule. There spring came 
about the usual time and the weather gen- | 
eraliy has been favorable for putting in the 
crops. 

Delayed seeding is not the serious matter, | 
in the prairie provinces at any rate, that it 
gvas when the horse did the pulling of plows 
and seeders. A man with a tractor can seed 
es much land in a day as a man with a 
team used to seed in a week, and the tractor 
fs now the standard prime-mover on all but 
the smaller farms. The prairie farmer can 
fose two weeks through backward weather 
and still finish seeding as early as he did 
before farm-mechanization became general. 

With few exceptions, the moisture sup- 
ply is reported excellent throughout the 
gvest, the slow get-away being almost en- 
tirely due to wet soil. Sowing is therefore 
being done under conditions which promise 
guick germination and rapid growth. 

Seeding is now done so much faster than 
formerly that it is less important if time 
is lost getting started. An early spring is no 
fonger an advantage if the soil dries out too 
much. 


The Irony of it All 


There is much that is encouraging to 


be found in General McNaughton’'s announce- 
ment to the Engineering Institute of Canada 
that $150,000 will be granted to three uni- 
versities for atomic research studies in the 
fields of medicine, chemistry and other peace- 
time uses. But there is a sour note too when 
it is recalled that generations of scientists 
labored in vain to develop atomic energy 
with no purpose other than these in mind. 
It remained for fiendish ingenuity to devise 
for war purposes what it had failed to achieve 
for the benefit of mankind. 

Even now it is possible to comment on 
the niggardly sum proposed for peacetime 
research, as compared with the millions 
freely bestowed on research when the pur- 
pose was war. 

There was Some precedent when the in- 
fant science of aviation was put to the 
uses of war, though even then it was origin- 
ally used only for the observation and cor- 
rection of artiliery fire. It is not sure that 
the good friar, Roger Bacon, dreamed that 
his discovery, gunpowder, would ever be put 
to any but beneficent uses. 

But how slow the development of avia- 
tion, of blood tramsfusion, of plastic surg- 
ery, finally of nuclear physics, until war 
forced the pace. 


The Children’s Crusade 
Judging by news items which emerge 
almost every day there is a grain of truth 
in the belief that “the kids are running 
the country.” It only began to be noticeable 
when it reached the nation-wide proportions 
of the chocolate bar strike, but before that 
and since, ’teen agers had been seen to strike 
because a teacher was dismissed, because a 
principal, no doubt with good reason, vetoed 


| some school function, because daylight sav- 


ing was inconvenient. 
One may smile at the exuberance of 


| these "teen age spirits, but what is it leading 
|to? What manner of men and women are 


forming in the ranks of school pupils who 
think to have their own way by coercing 
their teachers, their parents, local govern- 
ment? From intimidating the corner grocer 
at 15 to threatening to overthrow constituted 
authority at 30 is not a long step.

OF COURSE the high cost of 
transportation, the lack of housing 
everywhere, are contributing fact- 
ors to this.

But even more important than 
this reluctance of individuals to 
leave one locality to go to another 
are two other facts. The first of

prepare them to meet the chang- 
ing needs of industry and our econ- 
omy.
